Mrs. George’s Fate May Hinge 
Upon This Point.

IS CHIEF WITNESS. 


Swears He Smelled Powder on the 
Prisoner's Hand When Arrested 
and Other Evidence That 

She Shot G. D. Saxton.

CANTON, ©., April 12.—Carefully estab- 
lishing every essential detail in its chain 
of evidence to show that Mrs. Anna E. 
George was within @ few feet of the spot 
where George D. Baxton was found mur- 
dered almost at the moment the crime was 
committed, the prosecution has seemingly 
made a strong case. 

The interval between the shooting of Sax- 


ton and the time at which Mrs, George 
was seen in the locality, so far as witness- 
es have testified, has been reduced to 15 
minutes, A time detector alone was need- 
ed to add this evidence. The trail of 
testimony was biazed from point to point 
with and with point statements. Mrs. 
George was known to have been at a cer- 
tain point at 15 minutes’ time before the 
tragedy and at another point 45 minutes 
later. Where Was she in this interval” 
To explain this gap of time the State 
promises to bring more witness, con- 
tent, meanwhile, with developing circum- 
Biantial evidence upen other lines. 
Powder stains, burdocks and Spanish 
Nneedies, the growth of the flelds and 
Sireets, were testified to or introduced as 
exhibits te show Mrs. George’s connec- 
tion with the murder. As the State views 
fi the net was woven tighter and the sit- 
left more difficult of explanation 
for the fair prisoner. Yet Mr. Welty tells 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent that he is 
more than satisfied witn the results. so 
far. Indeed, one striking point favoring 
the defense is in showing that within an 
hour before the tragedy Mrs. George tvid 
of her intention to conform to the law. 


The State's theory of the powder stains 
Was by no means conclusive, There is no 
doubt as to the stains on Mrs. George’ 
right hand, but were those the marks of 
burnt powder? Something more than a Can- 
ton policeman’s sense of smell is needed, 
and rumor has it that the State will show 
the report of a chemist to clinch this evi- 
dence, As to the burrs and needles—well, 
the streets of Canton last October were 
filled with them. 

By way of diversion the eager-eyed and 
open-eared throng of gazers heard evidence 
of such outrage as would be followed with 
quick dismissal if not punishment in other 
cities. A grinning policeman testified that 
the «nd three associates stéod by and 
watched Mra. George when she was com- 
pelled to disrobe in the general search for 
evidence after the arrest. The conduct of 
the court spectators at this stage was re- 
volting, These scandal hunters come in 
droves each day and the women outnumber 
the men. George trial parties are becom- 
ing fashionable functions in Canton socie- 
ty. Women with the appearance of good 
breeding shocked all gense of propriety. 
They laughed outright while this pale, ner- 
vous woman on trial for her life hid her 
face as the policemen told how her gar- 
ments one by one had been removed before 
their gaze. 

Mrs. George's appearance and deportment 
were not noticeably different. She wore a 
blue and waite silk waist and the high lace 
hat with wings, and was accompanied to 
court by her sister, Mrs. St. Clair, her son 
Newton and ‘ther aunt, Mrs. Brown. She 
Watched the trial at every stage, frequently 
Sugeesting lines of cross-examination to her 
lawyers. Her face grew perhaps a trifle 
more serious as the case of the prosecu- 
tion was drawn closer. She look wearied 
when she stopped a moment to tell the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that she had 
found no reason for discouragement thus 
far, Referring to the evidence of the po- 
licemen, who said that she refused to talk 
on the night of the arrest, she said: “You 
have heard that a woman can never con- 
trol her tongue. It seems that these police- 
men discovered an exception to the rule. I 
am somewhat tired because the air in the 
courtroom has been heavy and warm, but 
l am very well and very well satisfied with 
the proceedings.’’ Mra, woirge 2 friends 
were as constant and devoted as ever, and 
at the close of the morning session she 
held a little reception to those who ven- 
tured within the railing. 

The statement that Mrs. George's law- 
yers had decided to make a defense of jus- 
tifable homicide is absolutely false. Mr. 
Welty saw the report in a paper and said: 
“That statement is wholly without truth. 
Mrs. George and her lawyers are the only 
eources of authority on that question, and 
we have given no information whatever as 
to what the defense will be. Nobody is au- 
thorized to make any such statement. ’ 


The cvidence of Charles Shetler, the 
Motorman on Monday, that he saw Mrs. 


George on a trolley car going toward Lin- 
coln avenue wheregthe Althouse residence 
is situated was fairly corroborated by 
another motorman, Charles Ritterhouse. 
Ritterhouse was on duty on the car; Shet- 
ler was sanding on the platform on the 
way home. 

Ritterhouse remembered the party of men 
on the front platform of the car. He was 
fairly positive as to the time. The car 
Should have left the square at 5:42; it was 
them ag three minutes late on that trip, 
eaving at 56:45 

“TIT saw this woman get on the car at 
High street and remain there until the ‘car 
reached Hazlett avenue,”’ Ritterhouse said. 
“The car reached this avenue at about 
6:55. Mrs. George sat on the south side 
and left the car on the wrong side, Shetler 
remained on the car to the end of the 
route."’ 

A sharp cross-examination by Mr. Welty 
with special reference to delays on the 
road did not shake material points in Rit- 
terhouse’s story. The State has produced 
three witnesses who have positively identi- 
fled Mrs. George as a passenger on this car, 
boarding the car at High street and leav- 
ing at Frasiett avenue, 1000 feet from the 
scene of the tragedy, from 15 to 25 minutes 
before the shooting. The movements of 
Mrs. George during the interval between 
leaving the car and the shooting have not 
been traced. 

Judge Thomas T. McCarty’s evidence lo- 
fated Mra. George ten minutes before she 
ix alleged to have boarded the car and al- 
though he was a witness for the State his 
evidence brought a smile of satisfaction 
to the prisoner and her lawyers. It indi- 
cated Mrs. George's intent:on to obey the 
law three-quarters of an hour before the 
tragedy. though showing that an interview 
wit axton was in her mind. 

Judge McCarty is judge of the Common 
Pleas Court and once issued an injunction 
to restrain Mrs. George from‘entering the 
Saxton block.

Going closer to the scene of. the tragedy, 
the State called Martin J. Hogan, whose 
home is about 10 feet from the Althouse 
residence. Mr. Hogan is the father of the 
missing witness, Russell Hogan, who is al- 
leged to have seen the person who fired the 
shots walk down the street and across the 
vacant lot and yet the boy was unable to 
identify the person as a man or woman, 
Mr. Hogan said that he was lying ill in bed 
at 10 minutes past 6 on the night of Sept. 
7. when he heard four shots fired in the 
direction of the Althouse property. 

The boy Russell closed the door as the 
first shot was fired, going out of his fa- 
ther’s room, It was generally believed that 
the tragedy occurred at 6:15. Hogan's evi- 
dence.« fixes the time five minutes earlies, 
and he was very positive, saying that he 
had looked at h.s waten., 

This interval of five minutes will be usel 
with effect by the State. It means that 
much more time for darkness to increase 
to the degree where the light was nceded 
to identify the features of Saaton at 6:0. 

The State’s mysterious Witness, it is said, 
will make the identification of Mrs. «weorge 
at-the time of the tragedy, which was.at 
6°10. as the time has now been fixed by 
Hogan. This, in view ot all that occurreu, 
must be regarded as the official time. 

In the natural sequence of evidence, 
mysterious witness of the 
should have been Introduced at this time, 
the time of the tragedy having been fixed 
and Mrs. George’s movements having been 
traced to within fifteen minutes of the time. 
This witness was reserved as a stellar at- 
traction for a more favorable moment and 
in tracing the prisoner the State leaped 
from 5:55, when she left the trolley car, to 
7 o'clock, when Mrs. George was again 
seen, 

Harry Miller, janitor of the Danne-Miller 
Rlock. testified that she came to see Mr. 
Sterling, one of her lawyers, at this trial, 
whose office is in that building. Mifler’s 
wife, Mrs. Virginia Miller,- corroborated 
this bit of testimony. She ran the elevator 
to the third floor, where Sterling's office is 
located, Mr. Sterling was away at the time 
and his office was locked. The dark dress, 
the white hat, the veil and the wrap car- 
ried on the arm were again brought out in 
the evidence of this witness to corroborate 
former testimony. 


The process for extracting evidence 
known as the third degree was tried after 
the arrest of Mrs. George and Policeman 
Henry Piero as the local grand master of 
that art was called to the witness stand. 
Piero was the star witness of the day. He 
does not look like the Hawkshaw of fic- 
tion though he is plainly ambitious for re- 
nown in that line. He was called to give 
expert evidence as_to the appearance of 
gunpowder stains alleged to have been dis- 
covered on Mrs. George's hand and a!so as 
a student of botany. He has not written 
monographs on these subjects for scientific 
uses but appears to have confidence in his 
own ability for that work. He wore a 
shield almost as large as his face and a 
emile that was Kept to certain well de- 
fined lines. He was to give the real detec- 
ttve end of the investigation and all ears 
bent forward to hear his story. Apparently 
a search of Mre. Althouse’s residence never 
occurred to these local sleuths as impor- 
tant and Piero’s first work was a. trap 
across the vacant lot which Was crossed 
in the darkbess by the woman in black, 
looking for “the party that committed the 
crime,”’ he said. Then he went to the 
Obcriin House, where Mrs. George was liv- 
ing, and inquired for her after a survey of 
her room which revealed no startling evi- 
dence. At 8 o'clock. she walked to. the 
Overlin House, where she met the officers 
in waiting. 

“She had nothing to say more than that 
she would talk when the proper time 
came,” was Piero’s evidence at that point. 
This asimple bit of evidence led to pro- 
longed arguments on both sides and a 
decision from Judge Taylor that may be 
printed for future guidance in criminal 
cases. The State was attempting to show 
that Mrs. George's silence when pressed 
for information at the time of arrest should 
be construed as partial evidence of gullt.

It was 
equally true that officers were not to be 
permitted to constitute themselves a trial 
court, put the accused on the rack and 
force him, or her, to tell why he did this;

“The thumb and index finger of her right 
hand were discolored brown or bilack,’’ 
Piero said. The cuticle with these stains 
was scraped for traces of powder stains. 
Sharp questioning followed, in the course of 
which Piero was asked what experience he 
had had in the study of gunpowder and 
gunpowder stains. 

‘I served in the army three months,”’ said 
the officer, with a smile which seemed to 
refiect his opinion that this standing as an 
authority was fixed. 

“Are you able to give an opinion as to 
the character of these stains?’ 

‘I think so,” was the confident reply.

Piero then told of revisiting the 
scene of the murder on the following day,

Hie grew confused when asked to give 
names and describe the character of the 
burs and needles.

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SENATE KILLED THE BILL. 


Another Disgraceful Scene Precipita- 
ted in the House, Following a 
Ruling by Speaker Sherman. 


SPRINGFIELD, Tl., April 12.—It can now 
be definitely stated that the Fourth Dis- 
trict Appellate Court will not be removed 
from Mount Vernon to East St. Louis. The 
bill has been practically killed:.in the Sen- 
ate. 

The measure was brought up on its pass- 
age and Senator Joseph T. Payne asked 
for consent to call it back to second read- 
ing for amendment. Mr. Begole objected, 
and Mr. Payne then moved a suspension 
of the rules, and the motion prevailed. Mr. 
Payne then offered an amendment substi- 
tuting Mount Vernon for East St. Louis. 
Mr. Begole moved to lay the motion on the 
table. This was lost, the Payne amendment 
adopted, and the bill was advanced to third 
reading, which is the last of it, and Senator 
Payne receiving congratulations, 

There was another disorderly scene in the 
House yesterday. Perry, a Democrat, 
wanted to talk on Schlagenhauf’s bill for 
the establishment of voting precincts at the 
Soldiers’ Home at Quincy. Speaker Sher- 
man refused to recognize Perry and or- 
dered the clerk to call the roll. Then there 
was pandemonium. Hackett (Dem.) reached 
over the clerk's desk and pulled the roll call 
from the hands of the cierk and tore it to 
pieces. The Speaker ordered a new rajl call 
made up. This was done and the bill passed, 

The House, after a Republican caucus, 
adopted the “‘Greater Chicago” resolution, 

The House failed to act on the motion to 
reconsider the date of adjournment. 

The Senate adopted a resolution empower- 
ing the Governor to appoint a committee 
of six to inspect the convict labor system of 
other States. 

The Senate passed the arbitration bill, 
and it now goes to the Governor. Having an 
emergency clause attached, it will become 
effective at once. Th's measure gives the 
State Board of Arbitration power to compel 
the production of such books and papers 
as may be deemed necessary to a full and 
fair investigation of the matter in con- 
troversy. 

Senator Bogardus procured the passage 
by the Senate of the Dill appropriating 
$75,000 per annum to pay bounty on beet 
sugar manufactured in Illinois from sugar 
beets grown in Illinois. 

Among other bills passed by the Senate 
were the following: Senate committee bill 
extending the privileges of the Soldiers’ 
and Sailors’ Home to veterans of the 
American-Spanish war, and to their wives 
in cases of marriage prior to 1890; House 
bill providing that when a county de- 
sires to construct a bridge on a county 
line, the same to cost more than $000 by 
appropriating its share of the cost, in pro- 
portion to the assessed valuation of the 
townships, the adjoining county may be 
compelled to appropriate its share of the 
cost: House bill providing that in school- 
tax levies 2% per cent of the fund shall be 
used for building purposes and 2% per cent 
for educational purposes; Senator Busse's 
giving to the State Board of Heaith the 
power to prohibit the operation of sweat 
shops in Chicago: Senator Bogardus’ pro- 
hibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors 
within one mile of the Soldiers’ Home at 
Danville; House bill to revise the mining 
laws of the State; Senator Begole’s bill 
to allow the City of East St. Louis to is- 
sue bonds for the construction of public 
buildings destroyed by cyclones; Senator 
Templeton’s bill providing that corpora- 
tions with less than $2500 capital stock shall 
he allowed to Incorporate for a fee of $30; 
Senator Begole’s bill providing that County 
Courts may appoint commissioners for 
farm drainage districts where no petition 
for such appointments has been filed. 

The following bills passed in the House: 

Rankin—Appropriating $17,500 for im- 
provements at Camp Lincoln and Logan 
Rifle Range: also appropriating $230,000 per 
annum for the maintenance of the Illinois 
National Guard and Naval Militia 

Appropriating $175,000 to purchase tents, 
uniforms and blankets for the National 
yuard and Naval Militia. 

Committee bill appropriating $60,000 to pay 
members of the National Guard and Naval 
Militia who were rejected upon examina- 
tion for service in the Spanish-American 
war from the time they were ordered to 
commence drilling until rejected,

‘An Inspection Measure Has 


Passed Each House. 


COMPROMISE WILL BE MADE. 


PROBABLY THE HOUSE WILL PASS 
THE SENATE a ge 
/ 


As the Sentiment Exists To-Day 
There Is No Possibility of Failure 
to Enact One Measure 
Into Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFDRSON CITY, Mo., April 12.—It 
would seem well nigh impossible now that 
this Legislature should fail to emact a beer- 
inspection bill. The matter is in such shape 
now that it is hard to see how one house 
or the other can escape finally passing such 
a measure. Each branch of the Assembly 
now has a bill before it, which has passed 
the other branch. Therefore a majority in 
each branch is absolutely committed to 
éuch legislation. 

The passage yesterday by the Senate of 
the Farris beer-inspection bill was no sur- 
prise. Hardly any opposition was brought 
against it by its enemies because they 
knew it would pass. Several of them spoke 
againet it merely to declare themselves and 
not because they had the faintest idea that 
they would change a vote. 

The speeches of the opposition were weak, 
Senator Schweickardt chose as his argu- 
ment the claim that it would be better to 
make a horizontal cut of 10 per cent in the 
appropriations for the support of State 
educational, reformatory, eleemosynary and 
penal institutions than to put a tax upon 
beer. This argument laid him open to a 
stinging reply from Senator Farris that any 
excess in revenue that might be derived 
from the tax could well be used in build- 
ing up institutions for the care of persons 
brought into misfortune by the sale of 
liquor. 

Senator Mott chose as his argument the 
claim that breweries were already over- 
taxed, and succeeded only in showing that 
with an investment of 333,000,000, the 2 
breweries of St. Louis paid only $137,000 in 
license and ad valorem taxes to the State 
and city of St. Louis, while they paid over 
$3,000,00in taxes to the Federal government; 
and Senator Farris replied to him that the 
breweries did not pay a dollar of the Fed- 
eral tax, as they had imposed all of it upon 
the saloonkeepers. 

Senator Drabelle based his argument upon 
the fact that the bill would raise more 
revenue than is necessary, and said if the 
tax had been cut in half he |would have 
supported it. This drew forthia bitter at- 
tack from Senator Farris, who Claimed that 
Senator Drabelle In failing to support this 
bill was violating the caucus rule. Senator 
Drabelle replied spiritedly, denouncing Sen- 
ator Farris for referring to a caucus mat- 
ter in open session and denying that he 
had ever agreed to support this particular 
bill. The bill was passed with two votes 
to spare, only one Republican, Davisson, 
voting for it. 

The situation is indeed a peculiar one. The 
House first passed a bill that is much more 
radical than the Senate measure. It makes 
no exemptions in the case of beer sent out 
of the State for sale. It was expected that 
the Senate would amend this bill and pass 
it, but the Senators have a pride in having 
legislation of an important nature, which 
originates with them, go into the statute 

ooks. 

They held the House bill and passed their 
own. It is reasonable to suppose that the 
House, having passsd its very|much more 
radical measure, will pass the Senate meas- 
ure. If it should fail to do rs the Sen- 
ators say they will pass the| House bill 
without amendment. 


ASYLUM INVESTIGATION. 


The Legislative Committee Has Gone 
to Fulton, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 12.—The 
House committee appointed to investigat® 
the alleged scandals in Dr. J. T. Coombs’ 
management of the Fulton Insane Asylunf 


left the capital for Fulton early this morn- 
ing. The committee took with it only three 
employes, and all of these are clerks in the 
house, so that the only expense attending 
the investigation .will be that id transpor- 


tation and board of members and employes. 
The members of the committeé are Chair- 
man See, Fitzgerald and Woolfolk. Demo- 
crats, and Holt of Grundy and Musser, Re- 
publicans. The employes are G. W. Hun- 
ter, Sergeant-at-Arms; S. J. Walton, clerk 
and Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, and J. T. 
Moare, stenographer. 

The committee expected when it left here 
to begin the investigation this afternoon. 
The sessions will be held in the chapel of 
the asylum. They will be public. On this 
point Chairman See made the following 
statement last night: 

“The committee wishes only to elicit the 
facts in this investigation and intends to 
be absolutely fair to all parties concerned. 
The press is invited to have ite representa- 
tives present at the sessions, and all neces- 
sary arrangements will be made to accom. 
modate them. All we ask Is that the testi- 
mony be reported fairly and |that injus- 
tice be done nobody.’’ 

The committee expects to conclude the 
investigation within three days and has 
made special arrangements to that end. 
All witnesses have been cautioned against 
delay. The testimony will be taken in 6hort- 
hand and the committee will present it with 
its report to the House when it returns. 

The Board of Managers of the asylum of- 
fered to meet the committee at the station 
with carirages and _ to take them to the 
asylum, where bodily comforts would be 
provided in abundance. But the committee 
declined the offer, preferring to accept no 
favors from any one connected with the in- 
stitution.

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AN EXPERIMENT IN FRANCHISE GRANTING. 


The United States Consul at Breslau reports an experiment 
in franchise granting in that city which contains some new 
and interesting features. 

A company is to build and operate an electric street rail- 
road with a franchise running 24 years. The city is to fur- 
nish the motive power. Fares are to be reduced to 2% cents, 
and the city is to receive 32% per cent of the earnings after 
the expenses of power, labor and repairs are deducted. After 
1907 the company and. municipality will share the profits 
equally, and ut the end of the term the city may take the 
property without compensation. 

This is a sane and business-like bargain. Evidently Breslau 
is served by officials who really serve the public interest in 
good faith and give the city the benefit of their best intelil- 
gence.

MORE MEN ARE NEEDED TO OC- 
CUPY CONQUERED TOWNS. 


While There May Be No More Impor- 
tant Battles, the Insurgents in 
Small Bodies Will Harass 
the American Posts.

MANILA, April 12.—While it is probable 
that there is an end to the big engagements 
in the Philippines between the Americans 
and the Filipinos, the war is not at an end 
by any means. 

It is the universal opinion among army 
men here that it will require the presence 
of 3,000 American troops to occupy the ter- 
ritory that has been taken and to keep open 
communication among the islands.

MANILA, April 12, 6:10 . m.—Gen. 
Wheaton started at daylight with the 10th 
Pennsylvania and the Second Oregon Regi- 
ments and two guns to drive the rebels 
from the American right flank between the 
railroad and the foothills. He met with 
Slight resistance near Santa Maria and had 
one man wounded. But the enemy bolted 
when shelled by the artillery and burned 
and abandoned the town of Santa Maria, 


where a thousand rebels were reported to‘ 


have been concentrated. During the rest 
of the day the enemy was in full retreat 
towards the mountains, burning the vil- 
lages behind the retreating force. Occa- 
sionally a few of the rebels dropped to the 
rear and fired at the advancing American 
troops from the jungle, apparently with the 
idea that this would check our advance 
and cover the retreat of the Filipinos. But, 
finding these tactics ineffectual, these reb- 
els scrambled after the main body. The 
American guard along the railroad has been 
materially strengthened and it is not likely 
the rebels will succeed in getting in the 
future to as close quarters as they did yes- 
a even if they return from the moun- 
ains.

With two companions Smith went on the 
roof of the sheds to repair a skylight. The 
skylight extends some 600 feet, the length 
of the car sheds, and occupies probably 
one-third of the roof surface. It extends 
at a sharp angle from the roof. At the 
apex it is fully 75 feet from the ground. 
About 3% feet from the top of the skylight 
are iron girders that strengthen the shed. 

It was against one of the girders that 
Smith met his fate. When he fell from 
the skylight his body revolved like a 
thrown stick, and when his head struck 
the girder it was crushed like an egg shell. 
Rebounding from the girder the body fell 


on a car. 
When the workmen at the sheds reached 


Smith life was extinct. They called an am- 
bulance and he was sent to the Morgue. 

Little is known of the dead man’s his- 
tory at the Burlington offices. They think 
he is married and that he formerly lived 
at Becklin, Mo.

Col. Bryan wae asked Wednesday what 
the letter signified. 

“T take it,” he said, “that it is plain- 
ly written and that it means what it says. 
I agree with Stone, for I think he has 
stated the position of evéry silver Demo- 
crat. The next platform must be written 
by the friends and supporters of the plat- 
form of 189. Our opponents will be wel- 
comed if they desire to return.to the regu- 
lar party organization, but they must not 
hape to stand outside ard dictate to us. 
It is very plain that those who nominated 
and supported the Palmer ticket must re- 
turn to the fold unreservedly or else be re- 
garded as enemies equally with the sup- 
porters of the Republican gold platform.” 

‘Does the Stone letter have special ref- 
erence to the New York Democracy?’ was 
asked. 

Col. Bryan smiled. Then he answered 
vigorously: , if 

‘It is universal in its application. 

He wouldn't say any more. He evidently 

resumed he had covered the situation. 
New York was not to be treated with or 
consulted until it came into camp and laid 
down its arms. There was to be no “‘armed 
neutrality’ and Richard Croker might as 
well understand that his flirtings with 
Mavor Carter Harrison of Chicago will 


avail him nothing. 

The letter from Gov. Stone to Col. Bryan 
being universal in its application, applies 
to Tammany. When John Sheehan of New 
York passed through St. Louis recently, 
after his conference with Bryan at Hot 
Springs, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

‘Tammany had little enough to say in the 
National Democratic Convention of 1896. It 
will have less influence in 1900 if it isnt 
careful,”’ 

Thus Sheehan rather antedated 
Stone itn officially proclaiming what 
New York Democracy may expect.

DEATH OF DR. A. F. STEIGERS. 


The Well-Known Army Surgeon Passed 
Away at Washington Wednesday. 
Dr. A. F. Steigers, who for the past 34 

years has been eurgeon in the United States 

Army, died this morning at Washington, 

D. C. Dr. Steigers entered the army in 


1860 and until 1869 did post surgeon duty 
at Huntsville and Selma, Ala., Greenville, 
Tenn., and other points im the South. From 
1869 to 1871 he was in active service in 
Arizona territory among the Apache 
dians. In January, 1871, while with a scout: 
ing party of troops, during the night. the 
Camp was eurrounded by hostile Indiana, 
and Dr, Steigers was shot in the left arm 
He was forced to lie on the ground until 
daylight. Strapped in the saddle he reached 
camp nearly 18 hours later. After this 
lapse of time amputation was found neces- 
sary, and was performed by an assistant 
surgeon without facilities or assistance of 
any kind. Dr. Steigers recovered, however. 
and continued in the «#ervice, being sta- 
tioned at all the principal barracks, such 
as Columbus, O., Governor’s Island. N. Y.. 
Alcatraz Island, Cal., etc., until 1882. when 
he reported on orders to the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s office at Washington and was as- 
signed to duty as assistant Hbrarian in the 
United States Museum and Library, which 
oe he has filled up to the time of his 
eath.
